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VFW will hold 
special Memorial 
Day service

Although it was announced at the May 
4 Belleville City Council meeting that 
the annual Memorial Day service put on 
by the Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
Polish League of American Veterans was 
canceled for this year, that is incorrect. 

Cornell Anton of the VFW said they will 
not be holding the usual ceremony, but 
they will present a simple, half-hour public 
service with no chairs at noon on Memorial 
Day, Monday, May 25. 

Pastor Robert White from Grace Baptist 
Church, across High Street from the 
Veterans Memorial in Belleville, will say a 
prayer during the ceremony, which will be 
conducted by the VFW and PLAV. 

Also, the poppy sales, one of the big fund 
raisers for the VFW has been postponed 
nationwide because the traffic is not out 
there to make the sale a success, Anton 
said. 

He explained that the insurance for those 
out on the streets accepting donations is 
provided nationwide and so the new date 
for poppy sales will be set nationwide. 

Anton said they have purchased 5,000 
poppies to sell and so there will be a sale 
when it is possible. 

BHS graduation 

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, School 
Supt. Pete Kudlak said Belleville High 
School has announced dates for this year’s 
seniors. June 4 is the day to pick up caps 
and gowns and yearbooks, July 30 is the 
senior prom, and Aug. 4 is graduation and 
the senior party. 

Belleville Farmers’ Market 

Janet Millard of the Belleville Central 
Business Community announced the 
Farmers’ market will open on Monday, 
June 1, at the Fourth Street Square in

Belleville City Council moves toward budget decisions

On Monday in a special Zoom meeting to 
discuss the proposed budget for the 2020- 
21 fiscal year, the Belleville City Council 
canceled its next scheduled budget meeting 
for May 13. 

There is little left to discuss and that will 
be placed on the regular meeting agenda on 
May 18. 

The $2.2 million general fund budget 
proposed by interim city manager Tracey 
Schultz Kobylarz and Plante Moran 
financial consultant Kelly Howey was 
reduced 30% because of expected revenue 
cuts. It ended up with revenues of $29,271 
that they recommended putting in the fund 
balance. 

She said this is with the understanding 
that the city will likely incur additional 
costs in insurance, supplies, and repair line 
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items. She said she suspects there also may 
be additional seawall expenditures. 
Kobylarz said this “surplus” was 
accomplished while keeping all current 
employees at 100% wages and benefits. 

“Please KNOW this is subject to change 
after the State holds its revenue conference 
next Friday,” she said. 

The council met on April 27 to discuss 
the budget and the following changes were 
made to follow council requests. 

e Police staffing levels were reduced; 

e Employees were reallocated to funds / 
departments based on time spent in those 
areas; 

e Worker’s comp insurance was reduced; 
e The grave buyback program was 
eliminated; and 
e Road revenues were increased based on 
Michigan Transportation Fund estimates. 

The budget also included the following 
capital purchases: one-year payment on 
one police car plus related equipment, one- 
year payment on fire truck, full purchase of 
two DPW trucks and trailer, codification of 
ordinances, and building utilization study. 

After about an hour and a half of 
discussion on Monday, the council agreed 


on seven full-time police officers, instead 
of the six suggested in the budget or the 
nine requested by the police chief. 

There were no replacements for half-time 
and full-time administrative employees 
that retired in April. 

While Police Chief Dave Robinson 
had proposed promoting two officers to 
sergeants with 4% raises, the council liked 
having supervisory personnel, who would 
also be patrolling, but it worried about 
where the extra $5,000 a year would come 
from. 

“Those two officers already have 
been here a long time,” said Fire Chief 
Brian Loranger, referring to Cpls. Todd 
Schrecengost and Kris Faull. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said she assumes 
there would be some competitive process in 
selecting the sergeants and Chief Robinson 
said that was so. 

“We don’t hire or promote anyone 
because someone had ‘paid their dues’,” 
said Kobylarz. “It gets my feathers in a 
ruffle when I hear something like that.” 

Chief Robinson said anyone with more 
than five years is eligible to participate in

Van Buren Township backs off announced steps to reopen twp. hall

In its first meeting since March 16, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
was informed at a Zoom virtual meeting on 
May 5 of a plan to reopen township hall in 
phases. 
A few days later the township had to back 
off the plans and postpone reopening. 

Township hall has been locked to the 
public since early March due to Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer’s Stay Home, Stay Safe 
order. Two days after the May 5 township 
meeting -- on May 7 — Gov. Whitmer 
unexpectedly extended her Stay Home 
order to May 28. 

Director of Public Services Matthew 
Best said he put together a plan for his 
department for how the building would 
open and they would mitigate the risk as 
much as possible. 

He said data shows that one infected 
employee can infect 90% of the employees 
over 20 days if no mitigation is done, so 
they have paid close attention to mitigation. 
He said OSHA wrote a document and it 
justified what he had put in the VBT plan. 

Best said landscape workers were allowed 
to return to their jobs two weeks ago and 
on May 7 construction can start along with 
related government activities to support 
that, such as providing permits and plan 
review. He said they will start advertising 
this on their website. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said on 
Friday that since the governor extended 
the Stay at Home order that was to lapse on 
May 18 the township had to postpone its 
reopening schedule. 


Director Best said the township can 
take permit applications by email, website 
or phone and checks can be put in the 
township drop box or sent by mail. There is 
anew address than can be used: building@ 
vanburen-m1.org . 

“Based upon OSHA, the governor, and 
the CDC, plans rarely stay unchanged,” 
said Supervisor McNamara. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if they will 
be taking the temperatures of employees 
when they do open and Best said both 
visitors and employees will have their 
temperatures taken. 

Best said they have two thermometers 
— one for the front door and one for the 
police department — with more on the way. 

Trustee Miller asked if they are testing 
employees other than police and fire, who 
have all been tested. Best replied that was 
not recommended by OSHA. 

Trustee Kevin Martin asked, that once 
they get to that point, who would do the 
testing, who would take the temperatures 
and ask the screening questions? 

Supervisor McNamara said Fire Chief 
Amy Brow has the credentials to train 
whoever is needed for that. 

“If they have a fever, we kick them out,” 
McNamara said. 

“It’s still being decided who will do 
visitor temperature taking,” Best said. 

“We’re not going to hire anybody,” said 
McNamara, noting the township has a 
hiring freeze in place. He said Parks and 
Recreation Department personnel possibly 
will work the entrance, when the time 
comes, and then switch off. 

Trustee Miller said she got tested at Van 


Buren Urgent Care that day and it was 
billed to her insurance. She encouraged 
others to get tested since it is available 
right in the community. 

Best said a test is fine, but then you could 
get infected on your way home when you 
stop at the grocery store. 

“My staff signed up to get tested,” said 
Clerk Leon Wright. He said he and his 
deputy Joanne Montgomery were tested, 
along with the treasurer. “It’s to protect 
the employees and everyone who comes in 

.. A safety net. It doesn’t mean you can’t 
acquire it going forward.” 

Best said VBT is designated as a 
“medium-exposure facility” because it’s in 
Wayne County. 

McNamara said the schedule announced 
is contingent on what the governor says. 
[On Friday he indicated the opening is 
postponed.] 

In other business at the one-hour-and-45- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Discussed a recommendation to update 
the township website. McNamara said, 
“We’ve gota mess” referring to the website. 
McNamara’s assistant Dan Selman said the 
site is six years old and needs updating, 
especially to be made compliant with the 
2016 ADA law. McNamara said they had 
an app a few years ago but it didn’t work 
right with the site. “If we’re going to be 
in an app world, we can’t have an old 
website,’ McNamara said. He said they 
will put out a request for proposals and 
bring something back to the board. “The 
millennials will be using it,” he said; 

e Approved the board meeting minutes of 
March 16 and six weeks’ worth of prepaid 


bills and the voucher lists for April 7, April 
21, and May 5; and 

e Held a moment of silence in memory 
of two men, who McNamara called “two, 
high-profile statesmen” for VBT: former 
Supervisor David Jacokes and former 
Fire Chief and Director of Developmental 
Services David Cameron McInally. 

Updates 

Supervisor McNamara said on Friday 
that the offices at township hall will be 
closed until May 28 to comply with the 
governor’s new executive order. 

But, since the governor reopened 
construction and real estate the township 
has the assessing office running remotely 
to help real estate. 

Building permits are available by 
contacting the township and the front page 
of the township website shows how to get 
the permits. 

He said they need to have some things 
approved by the planning commission and 
so a virtual planning commission is being 
planned for May 27. 

Also, he said, bulk pickup of trash will 
begin May 11. 

McNamara said although the township 
doors are locked, there are workers in the 
treasurer’s office two to five times a week, 
the clerk’s office is manned three days a 
week, and the assessor’s office three days a 
week. If a person needs help, all they need 
to do is call, he said. 

“Every service you could get from 
us before is online now, except public 
meetings,” he said.

Library closed, but 
public using wireless 
from parking lots 


Although the new Belleville Area District 
Library in downtown Belleville and the 
branch media center in Sumpter Township 
are locked up tight due to executive orders 
from Governor Whitmer, the public is 
using their services anyway. 

Besides the many services and virtual 
story times over the internet, people can sit 
in their vehicles near the libraries and use 
the WiFi available. 

At Tuesday’s virtual library board 
meeting, Assistant Library Director Hilary 
Savage reported that in the last month about 
80 people had used the WiFi at the main 
library and 30 had used it at the branch 
library in Sumpter. 

“It breaks my heart we can’t be there when 
people need us the most,” said Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy. 

Board president Sharon Peters said their 
goal is to get to curbside pickup where 
people can call in or email the books they 
would like and the staff would give them an 
appointment time so they could come pick 
the books up from a bench without contact. 

“That has to be allowed by the governor,” 
said board member John Juriga, who said 
he feels bad for the governor since she is 
getting so much pushback. 

“She should!” said board vice president 
Mary Jane Dawson. “I call her Grinchen.” 

Others joined in, both for and against the 
governor’s executive orders that are now in 
the 80s. The future of library operations are 
in her hands.

A senior citizen in the City of Belleville 
called last week to tell me how concerning 
it was to him to have the car show up and 
running when, “We’re not going to be virus- 
free for a while.” 

He said, “I’m upset that we would be 
bringing people into the community from out 
of town and that the city would even consider 
it.” Any activities the city has should be 
curtailed, he said. 

“Consider the risk of just one additional case 
of COVID-19 and its potential of community 
spread,” he said. “Are these activities worth 
that risk?” he asked. 

“We just need to hunker down until there is 
a vaccine,” he said. 

We haven’t heard any dates yet for the Main 
Street car show, which would have liked 
to begin June 1. As far as we know, Steve 
Cinnamon’s annual Father’s Day car show is 
still scheduled for Victory Park on June 21. 
It usually is part of Strawberry Festival, but 
there is no Strawberry Festival this year. 

Canton Township has canceled Liberty 
Fest, originally set for June 18-20, because 
of the coronavirus. 

The Eagle newspaper announced on its 
front page last week that it was ceasing print 
publication and would continue online. The 
story said this was temporary and possibly 
they would resume printing in the future. 

The Eagle announced “... all legal 
notifications will appear in the electronic 
versions each week and will, as usual, be 
permanently archived.” 

The state law is very specific about legal 
notices and they have to be published 
in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the community. Although the legislature 
continually considers letting all legal notices 
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be published online, no laws have been 
passed to that effect and the law still calls for 
print publication. 

The Eagle lately has existed mainly on legal 
notices from Canton, Romulus, and recently 
Sumpter Township and with the meetings cut 
back from the pandemic this has been lethal 
for their revenue. 

If you want to check on the law, see 
Michigan Public Acts, Act 247 of 1963, 
691.1051 Newspaper; definition; publication 
of notices. 

The publisher of The Eagle said he had 
two legal opinions that said he could cease 
publication at this time and still be a legal 
newspaper. He would call it an “Act of God,” 
which the law allows. 

He said that those municipalities who 
publish their legal notices online with The 
Eagle will be doing so legally, according to 
his lawyers. With the upcoming elections, 
I certainly hope that is true, especially for 
Sumpter Township. What a mess that would 
be if they ran their elections and then found 
that a court had called their online election 
notices inadequate. 

Sumpter police have reported in the past 
that there are parts of Sumpter that are “dead 
zones” and radio contact is difficult. Cell 
phones also have poor reception in some 
parts. It’s a rural area that is lovely and 
remote. A lot of our readers live there. 

Heard on the street in Belleville: “Do 
you know where Owosso is?” Obviously, 
somebody needs a haircut and heard the story

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Sumpter Township 
Board holds special 
meeting wearing masks

Five members of the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees, wearing face masks, met in a 
special, 32-minute meeting May 5 to take care 
of business and cancel the rest of the regular 
meetings in May to comply with the governor’s 
Stay Home order. 

The meetings canceled had been set for May 
12 and May 26. 

Absent from the May 5 meeting were Trustee 
Don LaPorte, who was called out “excused” by 
Clerk Esther Hurst, and Treasurer Ken Bednark, 
who was not called out “excused.” 

The board unanimously approved the fire 
renewal language to be placed on the Aug. 4 
primary ballot and a resolution to support that 
ballot proposal, which will be for one mill for 
four years. 

A resolution presented to pay essential 
workers duty pay of $5 an hour was amended 
by Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis who said 
it should have said the extra pay was for union 
employees only. Armatis was also wearing a 
mask. 

The masked township attorney Rob Young said 
the section that says salaried workers would be 
paid this duty pay was to be eliminated. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said he supported 
paying $5 more per hour as duty pay for police 
and fire employees, but for those working inside 
the office (with the doors locked), he supported 
$2 per hour duty pay. 


Trustee Oddy said police and fire employees 
interact with the residents at a higher rate. 

Young said the new wording eliminated non- 
union employees and reduced those receiving 
the extra pay to AFSCME workers. 

“We’ll make changes to the resolution,” Young 
said, implying after the board approves new 
wording, he will change it to make it comply 
with their wishes. 

“We’re not changing the terms of the contract,” 
Young said. 

Public Safety Director/Police Chief Eric 
Luke, also wearing a mask, requested Fire 
Chief Joe Januszyk also receive this duty pay 
because he goes out on the runs. He is not a 
union employee. 

Oddy stated the resolution says “all department 
employees” in the police and fire departments 
and that would cover both Chief Januszyk and 
Chief Luke. 

Oddy said the resolution says the pay would 
be from April 6 to May 3, but the governor has 
extended the Stay at Home order until May 15, 
and so they extended the pay until May 15. 
[Two days later the governor extended the Stay 
Home order to May 28.] 

According to the resolution, the township 
board could extend the duty pay. 

In other business at the May 5 meeting, the 
board: 

e Approved posting signage that, when 
facilities are reopened to the public, upon 
entering the township hall and senior center a 
mask or face covering is required; 

e Approved purchasing a UniMac commercial 
turnout gear washer for the fire department 
from Universal Laundry Machinery at a cost of 
$7,596. Public Safety Director Luke said this 
washer has been considered for a year and it is

to make sure after the turnout gear is covered 
with toxins producted by a fire it will be clean 
when it is put back on. He said it will take three 
to four weeks to get the washer; 

e Approved giving a $5,200 raise to Finance 
Director Michelle Cole, who was hired last 
August for a four-day work week at an annual 
salary of $60,000. Trustee Oddy said this was 
to compensate her for extra duties: taking over 
water department payments and supervising 
Roxanne Bardell; 

e Approved advertising for a building 
department clerk due to the resignation of Brad 
Wheelock; 

e Approved giving Supervisor John Morgan 
authority to call back furloughed workers; 
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e Approved payments through March 31, 
2020, totaling $90,014.23; 

e Approved check run of April 15, 2020, 
totaling $90,362.78; 

e Approved check run of April 29, 2020 
totaling $153,570.03; and 

e Extended authorization approved at the 
March 24, 2020 regular board meeting for 
payment of essential bills and warrants with

the selection process. 

Chief Loranger apologized for his 
comment suggesting the corporals would 
be promoted to sergeants. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the police 
chief said he would be able to take out 
$10,000 of his overtime allocation, so that 
would work to get the sergeants. 

Mayor Conley asked if the sergeants would 
be out of the union and Chief Robinson 


said they would become civil service 
employees and their pension would follow 
them. Mayor Conley recalled problems 
with the last sergeant’s retirement. That 
would need to be addressed. 

Chief Loranger spoke at length at this 
meeting and meetings in the past to inform 
the council of his department’s need for a 
new fire truck to replace the 31-year-old 
engine now in place. It’s not in this year’s 
budget or coming anytime soon. 

After much discussion, it was decided to 
put $25,000 or more aside from this budget

towards a fire engine. Loranger said at that 
rate it would take ten years to get a down 
payment for an engine that could run up to 
$500,000. 

He explained the present engine has a 
stick shift and many of his fire fighters 
can’t drive it. He said he doesn’t want to 
ruin the transmission to teach them. 

“T don’t have to have a Cadillac,” he said. 

Kobylarz said what he’s saying is the 
engine is operable, but they don’t have 
people to drive it. 

“It’s 31 years old and parts are falling 
off,” he said, noting his other truck is 25 
years old. 

“Tve been asking for a fire engine for a 
very long time,” he said, noting, “Now, I’m 
seeing progress.” 

When asked about the possibility of 
leasing fire equipment, Loranger said he 
had done research on the options more than 
a year ago and the former city manager had 
the information. 

The new city manager said she didn’t 
have it and so Loranger was asked to 
find his copy so it could be updated with 
the goal of working toward a fire engine 
discussion in the next budget cycle. 

“Tt’d be a shame if city hall caught on fire 
and the fire truck couldn’t put it out,” said 
Councilman Ken Voigt. 

Vocational Center 

Moving from the budget issue, Mayor Pro 
Tem Jesse Marcotte asked about the school 
district’s vocational center on Sumpter 
Road that is an eyesore. He suggested 
working with the school district to make it 
look better. 
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“Once it is returned to the tax roll it will 
be another source of income,” he said of 
the vacant buildings on eight acres. 

“Tt’s the only undeveloped large parcel 
we have,” said Councilman Voigt. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said the 
biggest issue with that property is that the 
school has quite a high price on it and there 
is a power line over the main building that 
should be put underground, which would 
be at a large cost. 

“I wish the school would take that into 
consideration on the price,” Rutherford 
said, noting a lot of different developers 
have been interested. 

Mayor Conley suggested reaching out to 
the school superintendent and DTE to get a 
price on burying the electric line. 

Rutherford said Scott Jones already 
rerouted the power lines on his project on 
the north end of Belleville, but each project 
is different and you get different prices.
